Buckle tells how the State may encour- 
age the people to commit perjury and to 
become nypocntee 
He says 


"Thus, during many centimes, every 


;overnment thought It was its bounden 
duty to encourage religious truth and 
discourage religions error. Themisohiel 
Jut haa produced u incalculable. Put- 
aog aside all other considerations, it IB 
enough to mention its two leading eon- 
leqnences, which are, the increase of 
jypocnay and the increase of perjury. 
The increase of hypocrisy is the inevita- 
ble result of connecting any description 
of penalty with the profession of particu- 
lar opinions 
Whatever may be the case 


with individuals, it is certain that the 
majority of men find an extreme diffi- 
culty in long resisting constant tempta- 
tion. And when the temptation comes 
to them in the shape of honor and 
emolument, they are too often ready to 
profess the dominant opinions, and 
abandon, not indeed their belief, but 
the external marks by which that belief 
is made pnhhc 
E\ery man who takes 


tlna step is i hypocrite, and every gov- 
ernment which encourages this step to 
be taken 13 an abettor of hypocrisy and 
a creator o! hypocrites Well, therefore, 
may we say that when a government 
holds out as a bait, that those who pro- 
fess certain opinions shall enjoy certain 
privileges, it plays the parts of the 
tempter of old, and, life the evil one, 
basely offers the good tilings of this 
world to him who will change his wor- 
ship and deny his faith 
At the same 


time, and as a part of this system, the in- 
crease 
of perjury 
has accompanied 


the increase of hypocrisy For legislators, 
plainly seeing that proselytes thus ob- 
tained could not be relied upon, have 
met the danger by the most extraordi- 
nary precautions and compelling men 
to confirm their belief by repeated oaths, 
have thus sougnt to protect the old creed 
against the new converts It is this sns 
picion as to the motives of others which 
has given rise to oaths o! every kind and 
in every direction In England even the 
boy at college is forced to swear about 
matteis which he cannot understand, 
and which far riper minds are unable to 
master 
If he nftci wards goes into par- 


liament, Le must again swear about hia 
religion and at uciily eveiy stage of 
political life he must take fresh oaths, 
the solemnity ol winch is often strangely 
contrasted with the tiivial functions to 
which thev are the prelude 
A solemn 


adjuration of tlit Dicty being thus made 
at every turn, it has happened, as might 
have been expected that oiths, enjoined 
as a matter of course, ha-ve at length de 
generated into a matter of form 
What 


is lightly taken is easily broken 
And 


the best observers of English societj— 
observers, too, whose chaiacters are very 
different, and who hold the most opposite 
opinions—ire all agreed on this, that 
perjurj habitually practiced in England, 
and of which government is the immedi 
ate creator, is so geueial that it has be- 
come a source oi national coriuption, 
has diminished ths \alue of human testi- 
mony, aud shaken the confidence which 
men'nntm illy place m the word of their 
fellow creatures

Tine CIRCUIT CLERK'S OFFICE. 


An Assistant Employed by Order of die 
County Board. 


Mr. Lewis H. Coon, who served for five 
ears as a Union soldier in the late 
ebellion, has been employed by Mr. E. 
[cClellan as an assistant in the office of 
IB circuit clerk and e.-c-officio recorder of 
eeds in this county. The employment 
t an extra clerk was before the board of 
upervisors at its recent meeting, and what 
was said and done may be of interest to 
ur city and country readers, most of 
•horn are interested in the matter. 
On invitation of Mr. A. T. Hill, chair- 


man of the county board, who had previ- 
usly satisfied himself that there ought to 


an extra clerk in the circuit clerk's 


ffice, Master in Chancery John A. 
frown appeared before the board of 
npervisors on Friday last, to make a 
letailed statement of the condition of the 
records in the clerk's office. He complied 
and stated that owing to the unusual 
prosperity of the country, in which Macon 
county shared, the business of the circuit 
clerk's office lias very largely increased 
particularly during the past year; tha 
ie number of deeds and mortgages now 
iled for record is sufficient to keep the 
entire clerical force of the office employed 
eonstant.lv, without reference to othe 
documents being brought in daily to be 
placed on record. On Thursday last & 
deeds, said Mr. Brown, had been filed fo 
record, and to record these alone woul 
consume three days' time and pay atten 
tion to the other business of the office.— 
During the past a person who had filet 
a deed for record, could not get it afte 
handing it to the elerk until 8 or 10 week 
had elapsed. Mr. Brown produced a d 
cree taken from a package of similar do 
uments over a foot deep: said pile of | 
papers affected the title to ov,-r .*2.y>,(lOO 
worth of property in the counts which 
had l>een unrecorded tor the past two 
years for want of sufficient clerical force. 
It was stated that the county was entitled 
to the earnings of the clerk under the law 
of the state, ami it was properly shown 
that there is no economy in denying the 
clerk that assistance he should have in 
order to expedite his work and keep puce 
with the business of the office. Mr. Brown 
also stated that the courts of the state 
Imd decided that it was lawful for clerks 
of circuit courts to employ necessary 
help, but yet Mr. McGlcllan did not wish 
to incur this expense mthont the concur- 
rence of the county board. 


After a short discussion by several 


members, Supervisor McBeynolds offered 
a resolution that Mr. McClellan employ 
another elerk for six mouths at 850 per 
month, and the resolution \va« adopted by 
a unanimous vote.

fork in front of each plate, making 
the handle of the spoon even with 
tho prongs' of the fork. It is quite 
wrong to put a dessert-spoon and 
fork on the table for a late dinner, 
because at dinner we are properly 
waited on; and therefore where it. 
would be bad style to place them for 
dinner, it is equally out of taste and 
common sonse, not to place them for 
luncheon. It is quite correct to place 
casters on the table for luncheon, 
either in the, middle, or, if small ones, 
at the corners, or on each side of the 
centre of the table. 
Flowers being 


generally in the middle, the table 
must be arranged accordingly. 


Now with regard to the placing of 


table-spoons, every servant and every 
mistress has a different way, but the 
best style, if you have the room, is 
to let the salt-cellars be on a Hue 
with tho top of the small silver forks, 
and as far from the edge of the table 
as the length of tho handle of a large 
silver fork, 
Then place your table- 


spoons on each side of the salt-cellar, 
so that the browls of the spoons are 
clear of the salt-cellar; aud thus the 
handles can be closer together, for 
compactness in every detail is the 
very foundation of good service at 
table. 
It is not of any great mo- 


ment if the tablespoons are put at 
cross corners or not; and sometimes 
to put them across the corner IB a 
convenience, especially for a lunch- 
eon table: but if they are pnt across 
corners, then one spoon should be 
turned one way and the other anoth- 
er -way. 
If they are arranged the 


first 
way, 
then the water-bottle* 


should stand just away from the tip 
of the inside spoon, a little toward 
th.-> inside of the table. 
The salt 


ought to be molded out of a wine- 
glass. 
If the spoons and salt are 


arranged the latter-mentioned way. 
then the water-bottles should be 
placed in front of the middle part of 
the inside tablespoon.
